This is a lovely RED large cent with a bold cartwheel 
luster that enlivens the surfaces. Bold original mint color 
is certainly not dull or lifeless as sometimes encountered, 
nor is this an RB in a RD holder. The strike is crisp and 
bold throughout with incredible sharpness among Liberty’s 
hair details; the star centers are partial and there is some 
weakness at the reverse periphery. There are some minor 
flecks and a tiny tick or two visible with the assistance of 
a strong glass, but none that are distracting, and noted for 
accuracy. The eye appeal is very nice. 


PCGS 23, NGC 6. It has been over two yeas since a PCGS 
MS65 RD example has sold in auction, realizing $3,120 in 
the August 2020 sale of the E.S.M. Collection. The current 
PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $4,500. VERY RARE 
finer, PCGS has graded just four finer. What a great type 
coin that will sure to delight any collector. 


PCGS# 1891 | EST: $3,800+ 


LOT 3 

1C 1877 NGC MS62 RB CAC 

An essentially CHOICE Mint State example of this KEY 
date Indian Head cent. Ample red clings to the surfaces, 
particularly in the recesses. Well struck, the details stand 
out boldly. A hint of luster under the deep toning. A few 
tiny traces of contact account for the assigned grade, but 
this coin has an old collection look and is totally original. 


PCGS 20, NGC 9, CAC 1. There has not been an 
NGC-graded MS62 RB sold since April 2015. The current 
Collectors Universe value is listed at $5,150. A non-CAC 
NGC MS63 RB sold in July 2021 for $7,800. We expect 
strong bidding on this impressive example.

value is listed at $2,100, but we suspect this one will sell 
for more. Worthy of a fantastic collection.

A glorious and fiery brilliant GEM Proof! Mostly full red, 
there is just a blush of iridescent toning over the highly 
reflective surfaces that led PCGS to call it RB. The details 
are sharply impressed and have a rich frosted texture giving 
this coin a slight cameo look at certain angles. One of the 
nicest examples we have handled in a while. 


Only 700 Proofs were struck. PCGS 15, NGC 17, CAC 

3. The most recent PCGS-graded PR66 RB sold in our 
September 2021 Regency Auction for $2,585 and it was not 
CAC, nor was it as flashy and vibrant as the present coin. 
This one should bring more. Good luck.

The current PCGS Price 
Guide value is listed at $1,400 and this coin is certainly 
worthy of a premium bid!

We are proud to offer this PRISTINE, SUPERB GEM 1929 
cent. Tied for FINEST graded at either service, this is a 
truly spectacular specimen.

The monumental collection was an extensive 
set of U.S. Gold Coins from the first issues of 1795 to the 
end of regular issue U.S. gold in the early 1930s, including a 
nearly complete set of double eagles. Sotheby’s and Stack’s 


partnered to offer the collection, which featured the gold 


dollars, quarter eagles, three and four dollar gold pieces, 
eagles and double eagles (the half eagles had been sold 
previously, en bloc privately). The Browning Collection is one 
of those fabled collections, though it is often overshadowed 
by the Eliasberg and Bass Collections. 


Of the date, the 1893-S is not a rarity, nearly one million 
examples were struck; David Akers said it was “moderately 
scarce” and compared it to the 1879-S, 1882-S, 1885-S, 
—1888-S, 1892-S, 1901-S and 1905-S dates. A good number 
of lower grade uncirculated examples are known based on 
the PCGS and NGC Population and Census:data; today, over 
11,600 have been graded (no doubt with séme duplicate and 
triplicate submissions over the years) in the MS60 to MS63 
grades.
